“CONSORTING WITH FOREIGN AGENTS” 


Moscow 


Three leaders of the Leningrad Jewish community have been 
gaoled for “ consorting with foreign agents,” according to Jewish 


sources in the Russian capital. 


One of the men, Mr. Gedalia Rubinovitch Pecherzsky, aged 60, 
was given a twelve-year term of imprisonment after being accused 


of treason. 


The two other men, who are identified merely as 


“ Dynkin” and “ Kaganov,” were each given sentences of seven 


ycars. 


The three men were arrested last June. and their trial was held 


in secret last month in Leningrad. 


The reason given for holding the 


trial in secret was the need to avert public demonstrations against 


the court’s action. 


Mr. Dynkin and Mr. Kaganov were said to be over 70 years 
old. The judge is reported to have remitted three years off their 
seven-year sentences in view of their age, and they will cach there- 
fore serve a four-year term of imprisonment. There is still, however,

Nobel 
Prize winner

“I hope you don't believe me 
immodest, but | belicve it’s a wonder- 
ful thing for the Jewish people, who 
number so few in the world, to have 
had so many great scientists. I am 
proud of that tradition.” Dr. Robert 
Hofstadter, who has just been 
awarded the Nobel Prize in Physics 
for 1961, said this on Tuesday when 
| telephoned him at Stanford 
California. where he 1s a 
Professor of Physics. He has visited 
Isracl and said that he would like to 
go back again and “do what I can 
for them.” 

He described the work for which 
the prize was awarded as the develop- 
ment of a “super microscope to look 
at the smallest particles of matter— 
protons and neutrons-—but instead of 
using heht waves. it uses electron 
beams of very high energy.”

£500,000 FOR J.N.F. PROJECT 


Strengthening Israel’s frontiers

A {£500,000 project towards the 
development of the Korazin area on 
the northern shore of the Sea of 
Galilee, along the Syrian border, was 
adopted by the Jewish National Fund 
for Great Britain and Ireland, at its 
nnual conference at the Savoy Hotel, 
Londen, last week-end. 

The project covers an area of over 
$.000 .cres and includes the building 
of 25 miles of road in hilly and neg- 
lected country, the planting of half 


nm trees. and the restoration 
of 4.000. acres for cultivation and 
pasture, Ihe British contribution ts 


to be raised within the neat twelve 
months, and thereby represents the 
highest annual target figure ever to be 
undertaken in the Fund's sixty-year 
nistory, 

Commending the project to the 
opening session of the conference, on 
Suturdas Cseneral Yigai Allon, to 
mer Commander of Palmach and 
new Appo nted Minister of 
Labour, stressed the strategic import- 
ance of border settlement at the 
present time.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


COEXISTENCE 


And the boys erew; and Esau 
was a cunning hunter, a man of 
the field; and Jacob was a quict 
man, dwelling in tents. 

(Genesis xxv, 27.) 


HE two sons of Isaac and 
Rebeccah were unlike from 
birth. They were a myrtle 
and a thorn growing up together, 
so dissimilar were they in charac- 
ter. This comment of R. Levi in 
the Midrash was evoked because 
he felt that the Bible appeared to 
stress the difference in the physical 
characteristics of the two sons and 
in their occupations. The Bible 
seemed to point to this unlikeness 
as being the root cause of the 
domestic tragedy that followed. 
A later chapter will relate how, 
after the storm of hatred between 
them had subsided, after a parting 
that stretched for over twenty 
years, they were reconciled one to 
the other. Whereas immaturity of 
understanding and approach had 
led to antipathy and bitter animo- 
sity, maturity had made possible 
the recognition that men who are 
unlike must learn to tolerate one 
another. The Bible records this 
story because it reflects not only 
the domestic tragedy but also the 
catastrophe of the human race 
The thesis of the Bible is that the 
disparateness of the human species 
is no reason for assuming thal 
strife among mankind is inmescap- 
able. 


[N the immature ages of -human 

history “the dislike of the like 
for the unlike” provoked aggres- 
sion. The primitive man attacked 
the member of the other tribe just 
because he was different. He did 
not understand his strange neigh- 
bour. and, because he did not 
understand, he feared and, there- 
fore, attacked not so much out of 
viciousness but for self-protection 

Even at a later stage in the his- 
tory of mankind religion could 
not eradicate the innate tendency 
to regard sceptically the religious 


behaviour of one’s neighbour. 
Why should my neighbour wor- 
ship differently from myself ? 


Arnold Toynbee in his “ Siudy of 
History” says: “It is one of the 
ironies of human history that the 
illumination which has brought 
into religion a perception of the 
unity of God and the brotherhood 
of mankind should at the same 
time have promoted intolerance 
and persecution.” fanatical 
temper flared up when one religion 
encountered an alien faith as if it 


alone had the 
righteousness. 

in our own so-called enlightened 
age, caste division and social 
segregation are casting evi! 
shadows, and there are many who 
spend their lives in misery because 
of the difference of colour and 
the hatred it engenders. The Eas! 
and the West are poles apar' 
because of the diflerences of 
political ideologies. As in primi- 
tive society where no understand- 
ing exists, there is fear and the 
threat of war. 


and Jacob brought suffer- 

‘ing to their home, and the 
atmosphere was poisoned because 
of their stubbornness to recognise 
and tolerate each other's dif- 
ferences. Years elapsed before 
they mastered the art of mutual 
understanding. How much heart- 
ache would have been avoided if 
they had learnt all this sooner. 

In our own age there is the 
urgent need to master the tech- 
nique of co-existence. There ts 
nothing remarkable in living 
together if we all think alike and 
look alike. The crucial test of 
man's intelligence is whether he 
has the capacity to live harmo- 
niously with the man who does 
not agice with him. If he can do 
this he is mature. The world’s 
salvation will be realised only in 
such maturity.

GROUP’S APPEAL 


The kewish Group of the Cam 
paign fer Nuclear Disarmament, 
which was set wp carler this year, 
has wssued a statement explaining why 
the Group considers the Jewish com- 
munity should concern itself with the 
problem. 

The statement, which is signed by 
the Rev. Sael Amias, Rabbi Dr. 
Harold Remwhart, the Rev. Gerald 
Schneider, and Mr. Adrian J. Cohen, 
says : “ The only hope for the world 
is that sanity will assert itself and 
the nations will agree to abolish 
nuclear weapons before it is too late. 
One country only has the opportunity 
at this moment to break the vicious 
circle, Britain. Britain's possession 
is an imvitation and a spur to all the 
other countries to jom the nuclear 
ranks. 

“ The Jewish Csroup ts part of the 
general camparen for British unilateral 
renunciavon of nuclear arms. Many 
jews can be counted as individual 
participants and leaders in the general 
campugen. But. in addition, it is felt

TRUST BEING CONSIDERED TO PRESERVE INDEPENDENCE

Having faithfully registered the 
doings of others for 120 years, THe 
JewtsH CHRONICLE itself made news 
on Thursday of last week, when it 
celebrated its anniversary with a 
dinner and ball in its birthplace— 
the City of London. 


There, in the austerely beautiful 
hall of the ancient Worshipful Com- 
pany of Stationers, those who pro- 
duce the paper heard their product 
described as “a newspaper of quality 
and integrity” by the representative 
of H.M. Government. Sir Keith 
Joseph, Minister of State at the 
Board of Trade. 

A reminder that there are times 
when newspapers ought to guard 
against attacks on their freedom and 
independence came earlier from Mr. 
David F. Kessler, the Chairman and 
Managing Director of THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, who presided “ The 
strength of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE 
has always lain in its independence,” 
and in order to guard it for future 
generations “serious thought has 
recently been given as to how to 
establish a suitable trust,” he said 

Mr. Kessler referred with pride to 
the message which had been sent to 
the paper by the Queen, and also 
to the one sent by the Israeli Ambas- 
sador, Mr. Arthur Lourie 


Conditions of freedom 


Some people might ask why 120 
years should be the time for celebra- 
tion, said Mr. Kessler. It was an 
ancient Jewish custom deriving from 
the span of life of Moses. The Duke 
of Edinburgh, speaking at Guildhall 
it the dinner to commemorate the 
tercentenary of the resettlement of 
Jews in England. had said that the 
occasion “was as good as any for 
a party.” and, added Mr. Kessler, 
he hoped that in that spirit they 
would all enjoy themselves 

In the life of a newspaper 120 
years was a long time. No other 
Jewish newspaper or journal in the 
world had’ managed to survive for 
so long, although the “ Archives 
Israétlites was 95 years old when it 
ceased to function in 1935. 

Ihe longevity of Tue Jewtsn 
CHRONICLE was due not only to its 
inherent quality but also to the con- 
ditions of freedom and liberty which 
have obtained in this country. 

But freedom, said Mr. Kessler, was 
maintained only at the price of con- 
stant vigilance. Attacks on the free- 
dom of the Press sometimes came 
from unexpected quarters. But they 
did not usually come from the 
Government. They had been known 
to come from vested interests, which 
did not look with favour upon a 


successful, independently minded 
journal. 

Mr. Kessler felt that on this cele- 
bration it was appropriate that they 
should think of the present and the 
future. “We should think of Tue 
Jewitsu CHRONICLE as being 120 years 
young, not 120 years old.’ 

He added that it was a happy 
coincidence that the occasion was 
being celebrated while the office of 
Lord Mayor was filled by a repre- 
sentative of a family which had 
rendered outstanding service to 
Anglo-Jewry over many generations. 
For anyone with a sense of history 
and a sentiment for the great City, 
the uniqueness of the occasion was 
apparent. 

Mr. Kessler expressed his thanks 
to his colleagues, to the staff, to the 
advertisers, to the distributors, and, 
above all, to the readers of the paper, 
who, in the last analysis, made the 
occasion possible 


integrity 


Sir Keith Joseph said that people 
were apt to take too much for 
granted. One of the things they took 
for granted was the astonishing 
arrival daily at breakfast-time of 
newspapers. Most people did not 
understand the complexity of the 
work of newspaper production. 

They were celebrating the survival 
of not just a newspaper but a news- 
paper of quality and integrity. It 
was said that a community got the 
newspaper it deserved. But a nation 
or a community could not sce or 
judee itself without a _ responsible 
adult newspaper. He added: ‘An 
organ in which we can criticise our- 
selves is of great service. not only 
to the community but also to the 
nation.” The Government set high 
store on such a newspaper and he 
was charged to wish Ine 
CHRonicLe a very flourishing future 
for centuries ahead. 

THe Jewisn CHronicte had been 
criticised for covering only Jewish 
news. But that was what it was for 
Nevertheless, it did cover all the com- 
munal news from all over England 
and from all the communities abroad, 
especially Israel. 


Exports 


“At the Board of Trade I am 
particularly charged with the promo- 
tion of exports, and I am delighted 
to think that all over the world copies 
of Tae Jewish CHRONICLE are 
shipped abroad and bought for good 
hard foreign currency.” 

For all these things they had to 
thank a series of directors, editors, 
and staff. The person who took the 
blame if anything went wrong and 
the credit for what went mght was 
the Editor.

Names come to lite

It was a night of revelations—a 
night when members of our reading 
public, had they been present, would 
have been intrigued to see names that 
appear regularly in cold print in our 
columns suddenly assume shape as 
real live people 


Florence Greenberg, for example, 
known to our readers as the creator 
of a cookery book which changes its 
jacket colour each season, emerged 
on this occasion as a silver-haired lady 
in black and gold. There were, 
incidentally, three cenerations of the 
Greenberg family — at what 
was essentially ly occasion: 
Florence ot widow of L. J 
Greenberg, one of the most famous 
editors in the “J.C.” history; her 
daughter, Mrs, Irene Sholto, who at 
one time edited the Women’s Pages ; 
and her grandson, Mr. William 
Sholto. who now works as a sub- 
editor on the paper 

The nameless ones, too, gained 
identity at last. Leader writers, their 
sharp pens laid aside, relaxed as they 
concentrated on their smoked salmon 


and roast turkey. “Green Flag,” 
home from some long voyage abroad, 
settled down to admire the architec- 
ture and amenities of his home town. 
“Chronicler,” freed from the bur- 
den of his “ Incidentally” column, 
proved himself an adept on _ the 
dance-floor. Even “Ben Azai” 
seemied to be enjoying himself. 

When the feasting and the speeches 
were over, the long tables were 
pushed aside, and the guests waltzed 
and jived and cha-cha'd to the 
rhythm of a modern dance-band 
under the rows of faded banners and 
ancient shields that hung massed 
overhead, The “ Gay Gordons” was 
followed by a tumultuous Hora— 
perhaps because both Israel and Scot- 
land were represented among the 
guests 


When the clock struck midnight at 
Cinderella's ball her coach turned 
into a pumpkin and her beautiful 
dress fell to pieces. No such 
disaster occurred in the Stationers’ 
Hall. Instead, as midnight ushered 
in THe Jewish 120th 
birthday and the guests prepared to 
leave, they were each presented with 
a copy of the anniversary issue, fresh 
from the press that very afternoon, 


was to a highly successful Editor, Mr. 
William Frankel, who now guided the 
papers destiny. 

Replying, the Editor expressed 
the gratitude of the paper and its 
staff to Sir Keith for his compli- 
ments. Sir Keith, he said, was a 
member of his own Inn—the Middle 
Temple. Both had left the legal pro- 
fession, but in Sir Keith it had lost 
a luminary. 

One of the least reticent of editors 
was Frank Harris, who, when editor 
of the “Saturday Review,” claimed 
that the evils of the age were due to 
religion and journalism. What would 
he, then, have said of a religious 
journal? “We fight the excesses of 
journalism by applying the moral and 
ethical principles of religion, and 
neutralise the excesses of religion by 
common sense and the practical 
needs of a newspaper. What emerges 
is the purest distillation of all that 
is best in a newspaper.” Critics of 
the “J.C.” from the Right and the 
Left had always ensured that the 
paper kept to the middle path. It 
followed the course of honest con- 
viction, and had developed a very 
British suspicion of extremes. After 
120 vears it was old enough to be 
conservative, yet he hoped the “ J.C.” 
was forward looking, and it was not 
an unhealthy sign if it was sometimes 
irreverent. 


Sense of vocation 


The staff of the “J.C.,” said the 
Editor, looked upon their work with 
a sense of vocation and not merely 
as employment. Their interest in the 
paper was quite beyond the needs 
of employment. He praised the staff 
for their assistance and co-operation 
and for their complete devotion to 
the newspaper which they were all 
proud to serve. He also thanked the 
Board of Directors for having sup- 
ported him, and for their friendship 
and help. 

Mr. Leonard Stein, one of the 
Directors, proposed the toast to the 
guests, who included the leaders of 
a number of Jewish communal 
organisations-—Sir Barnett Janner, 
M.P., President of the Board of 
Deputies ; Mr. R. N. Carvalho, 
President of the A.J.A.: the Hon. 
Ewen E. S. Montagu, OC. : Rabbi 
Dr. Maybaum, representing the 
Reform movement; and the Haham, 
Rabbi Dr. S. Gaon. 

THE JewtsH CHRONICTP, said Mr. 
Stein, was accepted as an integral 
part of the British Press, and he was 
glad to welcome to the dinner Mr. 
W. A. Hawkins, President of the 
Newspaper Society, and Mr. Mark 
Fawdrey, the Chairman of the Reli- 
gious Weekly Press Group. 


Another anniversary 


Sir Barneii Janner, replying to the 
toast to the guesis, said it gave him 
the greatest pleasure to be able to 
honour “a remarkable newspaper” 
on that very day-——November 2—the 
anniversary of the Balfour Declara- 
tion, especially when they saw in Mr. 
Stein the author of a masterly and 
authoritative book on the Declara- 
tion. 


In Mr. Stein’s volume it was 


revealed that the Declaration. was 


deliberately held up for three days 
until the Friday, so that the “J.C.” 
could publish the news .at the same 
time as other newspapers. 

Su Barnett said he was always 
impressed by the news coverage 
which THe =JewisH CHRONICLE 
managed to achieve. While home 
news was given plenty of space, 
parochialism was not encouraged. 
The result was news from all over 
the Jewish world. Its columns were 
valuable as an historical record of 
British and workd Jewry in the past 
120 years. 

It was an organ of opinion—never 
backward in letting the community 
know its views on any given subject 
afiecting Anglo-Jewry. It was no 
secret that these views had been 
Known to clash with those of the 
“Jewish Establishment.” There 
is no harm in fair criticism, and 
| think that fair-minded members 
of the community, who sometimes 
find they have wounds to lick, 
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understand this,” said Sir Barnett. 

A ball followed the dinner, and 
during this period the Lord Mayor 
arrived with Lady Waley-Cohen and 
his Macebearer. They were greeted 
by Mr. and Mrs. Kessler. 


Sir Bernard congratulated’ the 
paper on its remarkably successful 
record. There was a period when 
his friends called it the “Jewish 
Punch,” and there was a time when 
he used to laugh from ear to ear at 
that part of the paper which he could 
understand. Now it was one of the 
regular newspapers which went into 


PED. 


Mansion House on a Friday morning. 
He said how glad he was that Tne 
Jewisu CuHronicie had decided to 
celebrate its important birthday “ by 
this great blow-out in the City of 
London.” 


The Chief Rabbi, who had accepted 
an invitation to attend, was unable 
to be present. He sent a message 
saving that he was exhausted after 
his pastoral visit to Edinburgh. It 
was received with regret by the 
Chairman and the assembled 
company.

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JEWISH HISTORY AND 
NATIONALISM 


Professor Trevor-Roper’s lecture

Jewish history, for all its obvious 
differences, is in fact a part of 
European history. And the estab- 
lishment of the State of Israel was 
the last product of European 
nationalism.

conditions—the Jewish form. He did 
not mean to deny that Zionism 
differed from European nationalism, 
or that it looked back to its own 
distinctive antecedents. 

If the Germans, being more closely 
urrounded by foreigners, were more 
liable to nationalism than, say, the 
English, they should expect the Jews, 
who in Palestine were surrounded by 
Egyptians, Arabs, Assyrians, to be 
more liable still. For that reason 
they should not be surprised if the 
found expressions of Jewis 
nationalism throughout the history 
of the Jews. 

Jewish history was a part of Euro- 
pean history and it should be studied 
as such, said the lecturer, even though 
in recent times, by a brilliant opera- 
tion of inspired colonisation and 
successful war, the Jews had occupied 
and gained political control of a 
small part of Asia—an Ulster in the 
great island of Arabia. The parti- 
cular appeal of Palestine for the 
national home was only gradually 
effective, and its effect was perha 
as powerful among __ biblically 
educated Gentiles as among Jews. 
The first founders of the movement 
were not, he thought, very strict 
believers in the old narrow tradition. 
Their roots might have been in the 
Orthodoxy of the Pale, but their 
ideals were those of contemporary 
Europe. 


Secularised 


All the prophets and forerunners 
of modern Zionism were essentially 
Europeans. For the most obvious 
event of nineteenth-century Europe 
was that great social and political 
movements which hitherto had worn 
religious colours became secularised, 
and that was what happened also in

lhis decision was taken at the 
annual meeting of the Home for Aged 
Jews, held at the lHiome (105 Nightin- 
gale Lane, S.W.12) om Sunday. Mr. 
Alfred Cope, the President, who was 
in the chair, said that this proposal 
would not interfere in any way with 
the present policy of giving priority 
to those who were destitute or who 
had limited means of support. But 
there bad for some time been a 
demand for the type of Home they 
had m mind 

Details had not yet been worked 


out, but it would provide accommo- 
dation for about fifty people who 
were unable to look afese themsc!ves. 

Presenting the annual report, Mr. 
Cope said that they could all be 
justly proud of their achievements 
during the year, which had included 
the opening of the new wing. The 
extension, now in full use, had added 
brightness and increased amenities for 
the residents, Theirs was a “ home” 
in every sense of the word. 

Ihe Chairman of the Home, Mr. 
Cecil B. Kahn, said that they now 
had 233 residents, with a waiting-list 
so long that they could do with room 
for another 100 

Paying tribute to the Matron and 
staff. Mr. Kahn said that it was 
because they were so human and 
understanding that the old people 
were so happy and contented. 

Ihe financial report, presented by

MARTELL 
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HOW GREAT A SCULPTOR? 


By PETER STONE 


All his life Epstein complained that 
his work was never criticised as 
sculpture, but only ideologically at 
best and abusively at worst. The 
critics joined battle with the Phili- 
stines on his behalf on the main issuc 
of the freedom of the artist. Now he 
is dead; a knight, overwhelmed by 
public commissions. His battle (but 
not the battle itself, as Leicester's 
rejection of Henry Moore has 
reminded us) is over, and the reassess- 
ment has begun. 


The Arts Council, in a commend- 
able desire to include unfamiliar 
works in his memorial exhibition 
occupying five rooms at the Tate 
Gallery, has included some unworthy 
ones, works that nudge you as you 
are looking again at his best ones and 
seem to sav: “On the other hand, see 
how bad he could be. Can a man 
who could be as bad as that really be 
a great sculptor?" The answer is 

‘Yes.” It ts not in his bad works 
that you must find Epsteim’s weak- 
nesses but in his good ones. 

First of all it must be confessed 
that he seldom saw things completely 
in the round; most of his work is 
best scen against a wall, like a paint- 
~- But this limitation had its 

vantages on the many occasions 
when he was making sculpture for 
buildings. 


Vision or form 


How far did he really see thin 
sculpture, or as literary and tlo- 
sophical ideas? One is worried by 
unsculptural effects like the severed 
clasped hands of Old Pinager and 
Lady Melchett's hand severed at the 
wrist and attached to her hair by 
the finecrs. Even in “ Jacob and the 
Angeli” one finds he has incised lines 
mstead of creating form. These all 
seem a kind of cheating. I think the 
truth is that Epstein did put form 
second to his intense vision, which 
Was sometimes a philosophical and 
always a humanistic vision before it 
was a Sculptural vision. That is why 
he turned his back on the experiments 
that flowed from Post-Impressionism 
and trod the main road that sculptors 
had always trodden. 

A real fault is his inability to sus- 
tain his sculptural vision throughout 
a large carving. It is at its worst in 
one.of his best works—the _avendish 
Scuare “ Madonna and Child.” Here 
are bodies formalised to nothingness 
with completely naturalistic heads, 
hands, and feet. Yet I mever pass 
Cavendish Square without stopping to 
look at it and it never fails to give 
me something. The “Christ in 
Majesty” similarly lacks any attempt 
at unity but ws. | am told, majestic 
and moving at Llandaff 

Then there is his maddening necd 
to over-dramatise. Here is “Con- 
summatum est,” but it is not consum- 
matum. instead of profundity and 
tranquillity, the figure raises its head 
and arms im an acutely uncomfortable 
‘Look at my poor 
ands! I'm showing you, in case 
you have missed the point.” Yet on 
a tomb in the dim light of a crypt 
of the great sculptors of the past you 


this — | felt work could have an 
unforgettable effect. 

If you look at some of the drawings 
in this exhibition and think of those 
of the great sculptors of the past you 
will say: “How could such a rank 
bad draughtsman possibly be a great 
sculptor?” The answer is not to be 
found in his pencil or wash drawings 
but in his finger drawings. He drew 
with clay as few men have ever 
drawn with cla Clay was indeed 


any of his busts. This was his 
genius: a superb modelling technique, 
temporarily out of fashion in favour 
of carving and forging. 

He used this technique, not as a 
work of art in itself but as the tool 
of his imagination. If his vision was 
not formal enough, it could not have 
been more intense. The great power

sense of theatre. his striking of 
attitudes, his self-portraiture im his 
portraits, but in his quieter things, 
such as his earliest known work, the 
new-born baby of 1904.

I must quote Sir John Rothen- 
stein, for in his introduction to the 
catalogue he has already said what | 
would say: “A handful of figures, 
both carved and modelled, and a 
long series of portraits . . . seem to 
me to have as good a chance of 
endurmg aS any sculpture since 
Rodin.”

Anti-Jewish slogans chalked on 
the blackboard in school by teenage 
hooligans were mentioned by Mr 
W. R. Rees-Davies (Con., Isle of 
Thanet) in the House of Commons 
last Friday, (November 3). 

He included this among other acts 
of rowdyism by unruly elements and 
called for stern measures to curb 
hooliganism in schools. He said he 
thought headmasters should use the 
cane a great deal more than they did, 
Additional facilities should be given 
to boys for physical training. And 
there should be disciplinary schools 
to which unruly children could be 
sent. 

Mr. Rees-Davies spoke of one 
school in which the words “Jew go 
home, up Mosley!” had been written 
on the blackboard.

He is one of the founders of 
Deganya Bet and Kiryat Anavim 
in the Jerusalem hills. During the 
First World War he served in the 
Jewish Legion, under Captain 
James de Rothschild. His stocky 
build still. reflects the farm years, 
and this, combined with his 
agrarian responsibility in the Jewish 
Agency. lead one major Jewish 
organisation, in its intra-mural 
correspondence, to assign to him 
the code-name “ farmer.” 

His leadership and drive won 
recognition, and he served for 
years in the Settlement Department 
of the Histadrut’s Agricultural 
Centre.

Jewish Agency's Treasurer, and 
then for a short time Minister of 
Agriculture. As Eliezer Kaplan, 
the first Finance Minister, crushed 
under the burden of his task, 
weakened, Eshkol was the obvious 
replacement, and almost ten years 
ago he took over the Treasury. 
The State was living hand-to- 
mouth, strictly rationed ; inflation 
was rampant and emissaries were 
borrowing money at impossible 
rates of interest. Under Eshkol’s 
guidance, with reparations and 
Israel Bond income as ballast, the 
ship steadied on to a more even 
keel. 

Eshkol’s economic policy, like 
the man himself, is pragmatic. A 
Socialist in the Second Aliyah 
sense, his belief in social justice is 
rooted in his Judaism. There is 
nothing doctrinaire about him. And 
as an executive with quite con- 
siderable business experience. he 
can speak and understand the 
business man’s language, learned 
particularly during his period as 
head of the Mekorot Water Com. 
pany and as Director-General of 
the Ministry of Defence on the 
birth of the State, where he dealt 
with arms purchases, maintenance, 
and similar large-scale and exacting 
tasks. 

It is therefore under his guid- 
ance that Israel was led from 
controls to relative liberalisation, 
and galloping inflation was slowed 
down. His gradual liberalisa- 
tion” lends itself to attack from 
both sides—too much decontrol, 
the Left claims—too slow 
decontrol, cries the Right. But 
Eshkol, the man through whose 
hands pass all State budgets, fol- 
lows a course of organic develop- 
ment. And while doing all this, 
while negotiating with parties 
inside and beyond the Coalition, 
and while striving to keep his own 
party united, the “farmer” never 
loses his human touch. Associates 
have seen him giving many precious 
hours to reviewing complaints 
received from citizens who groan 
under one of the heaviest tax 
burdens in the world. 


* * * 


What does he enjoy? He takes 
pleasure io writing. The practical 
man disguises a sensilive soul. He 
has an excellent Hebrew style, a 
deep feeling for the Bible (leading 
to the occasional misapplied quota- 
tion), an excellent ability to choose 
words in languages he does not 
fully command, an ear for music 

particularly Jewish and Israeli 
folk-tunes, and he fosters strong 
family ties. The death last year of 
his devoted wife Elisheva, grieved 
him deeply. 

In the past few months Eshkol 
has appeared as the great concilia- 
tor. He probably did more to keep 
his Party intact than anyone else. 
His rdle as Cabinet negotiator 
shows that he is very much a 
potential Prime Minister, and he 
can, in fact, be considered almost 
a second Prime Minister for all 
internal matters. But he will not 
accept the Premiership, his friends 
believe, as long as Ben-Gurion is 
able and willing to serve. For 
Eshkol’s greatest trait is deep 
loyalty, and it is from Ben-Gurion 
that Eshkol has received both the 
chance to show his ability and the 
prophetic drive he so well trans- 
lates in terms of work and 
devotion, pounds, shillings. and 
pence, and, most important, people. 


ANCIENT DOCUMENTS 
DISCOVERED 
New 


Dr. VYigel Yadin stated here that 
documents discovered in desert caves 
near the Dead Sea by expeditions 
he has led im the last two years were 
“the greatest find of this kind since 
the discovery of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls.” 

The total of 64 ancient documents 
was “the largest single collection” 
ever unearthed in the Holy Land. 
it was hoped to have the documents 
printed within two years for all 
scholars to study, he stated. 

Among the documents found were 
two fragments of Biblical scrolls, one 
from the Book of Numbers and one 
from the Book of Psalms. which were 
“among the earliest fragments of the 
traditional (Masoretic) text of the 
Bible.” 

Because of the dry atmospheric 
conditions in the caves, Dr. Yadin 
said, “we also discovered for the 
first time many objects made of 
perishable materials which are other- 
wise not found in excavations."—

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HE Israeli taxpayer, who 
has just had to resign him- 
. Self to the idea of a size- 
able increase in his monthly 
income tax to finance the 
Immigrant Absorption Loan, 
has now been asked to dig into 
his pocket again. This time the 
new levy is a property tax of 
1.2 per cent on car owners, who 
in any case, have to pay import 
duties and purchase tax amount- 
ing to 250 per cent, and, in 
some cases even 400 per cent 
on top of the car’s price. Car 
owners also pay heavy annual 
licence fees and Defence Taxes, 
while the price of petrol also 
includes a high proportion of 
taxes. No new legislation was 
needed for the latest measure: 
severa] property and purchase 
tax provisions, hastily ratified 
by the outgoing Koesset last 
spring, give the Government 
powers to impose this and many 
other taxes. 

New taxes will be imposed. 
Israelis feel, no matter what 
variety of coalition Government 
is formed. Unexpected expendi- 
ture (especially on housing for 
new immigrants) still outstrips 
estimated income by more than 
1£100 million (£20 million) yearly 
The practice of imposing new 
taxes periodically, or raising the 
rates of existing ones, has gone on 
continuously since 1948 Some- 
times new taxes were linked to a 
specific emergency, and income 
from them carmarked for special 
necds. But these taxes were never 
repealed after the emereency had 
passed The excuse given by the 
Government was that additional 
taxation was preferable to deficit 
financing 


Unrealistic rates

THE VICIOUS CIRCLE OF 
INCREASING TAXATION

legislation eaves the Budget 
Division of the Ministry of 
Finance precious little leeway for 
holding down the perpetual 
increase in expenditures. 

Another factor making for 
heavy indirect taxation has been 
the stubborn struggle waged by 
tax experts in the Treasury over 
the last six years to streamline 
Isracl’s income tax structure. Ever 
since the overhaul of Israel's 
income tax machinery in 1954, 
experts have argued that high rates 
are of no use, and are even harm- 
ful to the Treasury if they can- 
not be fairly imposed on all 
taxpayers. 

While income tax rates have 
remained more or less stationary, 
total revenues have grown far 
beyond the level of economic 
grewth since 1954 Yet more 
funds are constantly needed. 
Leftist politicians object to the 
continuous increase indirect 
taxes which hit all classes equally, 
and suggest instead an increase 
in income tax and the imposition 
of a tax on property. 


Property tax 


Government economists, on the 
other hand, are o to a pro- 
perty tax which might affect busi- 
ness adversely or rob industry and 
commerce of revolving funds, 
already in short supply because of 
continuing expansion coupled with 
a credit-squeeze policy. Private 
homes and property are already 
heavily taxed by Government and 
local authorities: and a tax on 
durables (such as jewellery, furni- 
ture, carpets, refrigerators, and 
radio sets) seems unenforceable. 
But a tax on private cars is a first 
step in that direction. 

For many years Government 
economists argued that by taxing 
away purchasing power and mak- 
ing consumer goods more difficult 
to obtain, they were holding down 
the standard of living and curbing 
inflation. However, the salutory 
effect of this policy was vitiated 
by the fact that the Government 
managed to spend every pound 
before it was collected, Thus 
purchasing power may have been 
spread more evenly but the 
velocity of money in circulation 
increased. 

It also has become more 
apparent in the past two years that 
the huee tax on so-called luxuries 
creates a price distortion between 
them and cheaper items which 
constitutes yet another hazard to 
the economy 

The experts in the Ministry of 
Finance in Jerusalem are both 
frustrated and perplexed. Even if 
they find new sources of income, 
the Budeet will not be balanced. 
if they impose more taxes, they 
not only arouse popular indigna- 
tion. but may also do more harm 
to the economy than would be 
done by deficit

synagogue 


in Rome

The first Ashkenazi synagogue in 
Rome for 2.000 years was conse- 
crated here this week al a ceremony 
attended by Dr. Elio Touff, the Chief 
Rabbi of Rome, Professor Fausto 
Pitighani, President of the Rome 
Jewish community, and Mr Maurice 
Fischer. the Isracli Ambassador 

Among the 13.000 Jews in Rome 
there are about a hundred Ashkenazi 
families, who began settling im the 
Italian capital m the 1930s 

Funds made  =ivailable the 
Rome Jewish community, the Con 
ference on Jewish Material Clams 
Against Germany. and the Amenecan 
Jewish Joint Distribution Committee 
were used to purchase ihe synagogue, 
while the ritual objects came from 
three synagogues belonging to com 
munities that became extinct during 
the last century 

Rome's Jewish community has been 
constantly growing since 1945 partly 
due to the influx of Jews from other 
parts of Italy and from abroad. Por: 
fessor Pitiglhani said at the openin 
ceremon He contrasted this wit 
the decline of other Jewish 
communities in Furope. due to 
assimilation and emigration 

The brotherhood of the Jewish 
people was stressed by Rabbi Toaff, 
who pointed to the fact that ritual 
Objects of the Castilian, Sicilian, and 


Catalan communities were now 
adorning an Ashkenazi synagogue. 
Most Roman Jews consider them- 
selves to be descended from Jews 
who settled here in the second and 
third centuries #.c.8., long before the 
destruction of the Temple by Titus. 
They regard the other principal 
Roman community—the Sephardim. 
who settled here over 400 years ago, 
after the expulsion of Jews from 
Spain—as mere “ newcomers.” 


LEBANESE BOAT SINKS 
AFTER COLLISION

A small Lebanese trawler sank off 
the coast near here last week after 
colliding with an Israeli destroyer. 

Seven Greek members of the 
trawler's crew were picked up by the 
warship. although one Lebanese 
sailor, who was apparently below 
deck. was drowned, Those injured 
in the collision are oe treated in 
hospital in Haifa, and the meo will 
all be repatriated to Greece. 

The trawler, which is said not to 
have flown any flag, was approached 
by the destroyer and asked to identify 
itself. It swerved as the tne 
cime alongside, hit the naval vesse 
and sank almost immediately, 


SECOND MEETING 
IN LONDON 


Weizmann Institute 
Governors

For the second time in a little over 
five years the Weizmann Institute's 
Board of Governors is to hold its 
annual meeting outside Israel, and 
has again chosen London as the 
venue, as in 1956. 

A thorough review of the institute's 
research programme will be made, as 
well as a discussion of its financial 

sition and prospects, said Mr. 

eyer W. Weisgal, Chairman of its 
Executive Council, on his arrival in 
London. 

The sessions will take place on 
Monday and Tuesday at Michael 
House, Baker Street, W.1, where 
accommodation has been provided by 
Lord Marks of Broughton, 

“ Overseas meetings of this kind 
make it possible to look at the 
scientific affairs of Israel in a much 
broader perspective,” said Mr. Weis- 
gal. “It is only through that focus 
that we can judge the merit of what 
our scientists are doing in relation to 
Israel's practical needs and intellec- 
tual advancement generally.” 


Many scientists 


Financial requirements have 
increased considerably. The 1961-62 
budget was approximately 
million, including 1£2.3 million for 
repayment of loans. This compared 
with a total of about [£12 million in 
1959-60, when I£1.6 million in past 
indebtedness was repaid and about 
1i£2 million spent on new building 
operations. 

“Our main emphasis is now on 
obtaining endowment funds for future 
stable support,” Mr. Weisgal stated. 
“The presence of so many distin- 
guished scicntists of world renown at 
our meeting will enable us to discuss, 
among other topics, whether the 
Institute’s scientific programme ts in 
line with the demands of our society 
and age in Israel.” 

Some 60 or 70 Board members 
from many countries will attend the 
conference. Among the scientists are 
Professor WNicls Bohr. of Copen- 
hagen: Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
of Princeton, N.J. : Sir Robert Robin- 
son, F.RS.: Professor Sir Solly 
Zuckerman.

N article in last mon is 
“Commentary™ draws 
attention to a “crisis” in 
the kibbutzim. Israel's 228 
communal settlements are find- 
ing it increasingly difficult to 
man their lands and workshops. 
Young sabras are prepared to 
give them every support, short 
of becoming members, and the 
settlements are suffering from 
the ultimate embarrassment of 
becoming large-scale employers 
of patd labour. 

All this has been foreseen and 
is, perhaps, inevitable. It ts a 
sign that the frontier stage of 
Israel's existence —the Wild East 
—is coming to an end. 

The entire kibbutz movement 
is only 52 years old. It was 
formed by necessity, but soon 
developed into a faith. Here 
was “living Socialism,” and 
visitors as hard-headed as Her- 
bert Morrison could return from 
a visit to the Emegq Israel of 
the Beth Shan and declare that 
they had seen a new heaven and 
a new earth. 

The greatness of the kibbutz 
movement. however, was not so 
much in its principles as in its 


members. Such people as built 
Degania, Ekin WHarod, and 
Tirat Zvi would make any 
society seem attractive, but 
there is, in fact, a great deal 
about kibbutz life which. its 
unattractive. Although it has 
lent a new dignity to labour, 
it tended to suggest a new 


indignity to other forms of toil 
In some kibbutzim the deplovy- 


ment of manpower, tn. which 
evervbody takes a hand in 
everything, was wasteful. Above 


all. ktbbutzim could be fractious 
and intolerant. One recalls the 
schisms of 1950-51, in) which 
the dining-halls of several kib- 
butzim were partitioned, so that 
members with different political 
views should not have to eat 
together. 

In spite of all this, the chal- 
lenge of the times could still 
atiract newcomers to the kib- 


butz, but the times have 
changed, and one cannot expect 
in prosperity the qualities which 
are forged in adversity.

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SPIRIT OF STALIN 


HATEVER the real meaning of the 
de-<canonisation of Stalin for the 
Russians, for the Jewish minority in the 

Soviet Union the situation continues to deteriorate. 
The arrest, secret trial, and the imprisonment 
of three leading Leningrad Jews on alleged 
charges of “consorting with forcign agents” 
demonstrate once more Soviet determination to 
terrorise still further the Jewish minority and 
especially to jsolate the Jews even more com- 
pletely from any contacts with their coreligionists 


abroad 


As all communal Jewish life in Russia has been 
strictly forbidden, it is only natural that a Jewish 
visitor from Britain or the United States should 
seek contact with fellow-Jews through Visiting the 
synagogues where, despite difficulties, Jews still 
congregate. To restrict these contacts the Soviet 
authorities have resorted to a ruthless closing 
down of many synagogues throughout Russia. Now 
they have adopted a new and even harsher 
policy of repression and intimidation, one that 


must have come as a shock not only to Jews but’ 


even to those of Russia’s friends abroad who 
still refuse to believe that the Jewish minority 
has been singled out for suppression in a manner 
not far different from the methods practised by 
Stalin. The charges against the unfortunate 
Jewish leaders of maintaining contact with foreign 
agents are reminiscent of Stalin's days as the 
Secret trial and the harshness of their sentences.

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VISIONARY REALIST 


O one with my emotional 

involvement in the subject, 

it still comes hard, nearly 
a decade aficr his death, to speak 
of Chaim Weizmann with detach- 
ment. It was my good fortune to 
stand at his side as a humble aide 
during the crucial years of his 
leadership. And to what had 
Started, in the ‘twenties, as a 
master-disciple relationship was 
added, in the fullness of time, a 
close collaborative friendship. 


I would like, if I can, to correct 
the image of Weizmann as seen 
by many of his friends—and foes 
~——who knew only his public face. 
He was by no means the cold, 
impassive leader who deals with 
problems on a_ statistical basis 
alone and = substitutes scientific 
formule tor human equations. 
A trained scientist. he knew how 
to overrule sentiment when neces- 
sary and accept facts and realities 
as his guide-line. He was wary of 
emotion as an impediment in the 
search for truth 


Personal tragedy 


It was—and still is —fashionable 
in certain circles to reter to the 
end of Weizmann’s life as marred 
by political failure. Of course, it 
would be absurd to deny that the 
prejudices and follies of the British 
Mandatory régime and Colonial 
Office constituted a personal 
tragedy tor Weizmann. It one 
were to look upon Weizmann as 
but a politician, a mere “ operator,” 
one might say that his love for the 
English was betrayed and that, as 
a Consequcnee, his political concept 
crumbled hke a house of cards 


How superficial a view! 
Measured against historic realities, 
uch an interpretation. would 
amount to falsification. True, none 
will deny that Israel came into 
being in the tace of Bevin's hos 
tility Yet iil acknowledge 
that the Jewish State was forged 
under the British. Mandate notl- 
withstanding. Britains vacillations 
and. at times, stubborn opposition 

The consistency of Weizmann's 
philosophy refutes the implication 
that, when the final rupture with 
England had become inevitable, he 
counselled against the proclamation 
of the State. He had, to be sure 
alwavs hated terrorism (and so had 
Ben-Gurion). But he was not a 
pacifist When the hour of 
liberation struck he. no less than 
Ben-Gurion, determined to go all 


the way. 
Juridical ideals 


It is a distortion of history to say 
that Weizmanns statesmanship 
foundered on the rocks of Britain's 
vacillations. On the contrary, his 
faith in England provided the 
foundation on which the Jewish 
State was built 

Despite its unsatisfactory official 
relations with the British Govern- 
ment in the past, Israel stands as 
almost exclusively the product of 
English constitutional and juridical 
ideals in the organrsation of tts 
public life. Tor it was during the 
time of the Mandate—-precisely the 
period of Weizmann’s unquestioned 
leadership. the era when his theory 
of a British alhance bourgeoned 
that the foundations, broad and 
deep, of the future State of Israel 
were laid 

If we look beyond surface poll- 
tics and take a broad view of 
Weizmann's identification with 
English culture, then we must see 
the State of Isracl as a living 
embodiment of what Weizmann 
had hoped would result from the 
Jewish Anelo- Saxon symbiosis. 
(That identification of Weizmann’s 
began at the age of eleven, when he 
Mr. Weiseal -Chairmian of. the 
Counc! Wevmann Institute 
of Science. Rehovot, the Governors ol 
which ure mecting in London neat week. 


By MEYER W. WEISGAL 


wrote the famous letter to his rabbi 
expressing the profound intuition 
that England would lead the Jews 
to ultimate liberation and triumph.) 

Ihe figure of Weizmann personi- 
fies a fusion of the best values of 
the Jewish Diaspora in Eastern 
Europe and the best values of the 
Western world. And in Israel we 
perceive a vivid reflection of that 
selfsame synthesis. But the pro- 
jection of Weizmann’s personality 
in the political structure and 
spiritual atmosphere of the State 
of Israel is itself no more than 
one facet of his seminal rdle in 
Jewish life. Weizmann was above 
all an integrating and synthesising 
force, and his lifelong devotion to 
Zionism was in its turn rooted in 
something still broader. His 
political Weltanschauung as a 
whole was based on an unshakable 
faith in the triuniph of morality 
and justice. Perhaps the basic 
tenet of his philosophy was his 
belief that the character of a 
human being, or of a nation, 
matters more than anything else: 
“ What man is means more tn the 
long run than what he does. The 
same is true of nations.” 


White House 


During the last phase of his life, 
the first phase of Israel's state- 
hood, when—exhausted and spent 
by decades of ceaseless labours, 
chained to his bed in the high 
room of his Rehovot home, over- 
looking the Judean hills he loved 
so much—during this last phase his 
main concern was the qualitative 
character of the Jewish State. 

One day late in 1951 I was 


astounded. 


summoned to the “ White House.” 
(We called it that not only because 
it was the official Presidential 
Residence but because of the 
dazzling whiteness of the structure, 
which dominated the landscape.) 

The urgency of the message was 
unmistakable. I felt certain that 
the end had come. Only a few 
days before the doctors had told 
me that little could be done for 
him, that it was a matter of hours, 
or at best, days. 

When I entered his room I was 
A miraculous change 
had taken place. No one could 
explain it ; he seemed to be defying 
every law of nature. During the 
half-hour I spent at his bedside he 
did most of the talking. Haltingly, 
weakly, to be sure, but. with 
remarkable clarity and without any 
lapses of memory. 


Mistakes 


Afterwards, when T came home, 
I wrote down what he had said-—or 
as much as I could remember. He 
had been speaking Yiddish, and the 
burden of his conversation—or, 
rather, soliloquy—-was approxi- 
mately this: 

“ My greatest trial as I lie here 
helpless is having to watch all the 
mistakes being made in our 
country. You see, the Jews are 
a small, a very small people, but 
also a great people. An ugly 
people, but also a beautiful people 
“4 A people that builds and 
destroys, a people of genius and, 
at the same time, a people of enor- 
mous stupidity. . . With their 
obstinacy they will drive their 
heads through a wall, but the 


Liverpool 


ERTRAM B. BENAS, the 
elder statesman and his- 
torian of the community, 
suggests that the first Jews in 
Liverpool arrived there by accident, 
and certainly it is hard to. believe 
that anyone should have gone 
there on purpose. Liverpool is 
not a beautiful city, but in this 
respect, aS in others, its. virtues 
are less apparent than real. What 
is true of the city is true of Hs 
8.000 Jews. 
| asked Dr. Isaac Lipkin, a 
white-haired medical consultant, 
who for ten years was President 
of the Merseyside Representative 
Council, to name the distinguishing 
features of the community. 
“Civic consciousness,” he 
replied as once. “ You will 
lind that we are conscious 
of our responsibilities, both 
as citizens and as Jews. When 
Lewis Cohen was Lord Mayor he 
closed the Town Hall on Friday 
and opened it on Monday, 
and he was respected for it. 
Harold Cohen—the same family— 
founded the dental hospital here, 
and established the first Chair in 
dental surgery in the country.” He 
listed other benefactors. “ Today 
there is not a civic event of import- 
ance to which a Jewish representa- 
tive is not invited. The Town 
Hall flag flies at half-mast when 
a President of our Representative 
Council dies. Itll fly at half-mast 
when | go.” Dr. Lipkin is sixty- 
six, but sprightly in person and 
speech. His sentences come at 
a trot between pulls of his pipe 
“ Another thing about Liverpool is 
Zionism.” He leant forward, as if 
daring to contradict him. 
“We're the most Zionist com- 
munity in the country —speak to 
Manny Fagin.” 


“We're not only the keenest,” 
said Mr. Fagin, “ we're the oldest,” 
and he produced a minute-book 
going back to 1896. Mr. Fagin 
himself goes back to 1899. He is 
grey-haired, white-moustached, has 
g'asses like windshields, and a 
portliness uncommon in a man olf 
his ardour. He ts Secretary of the 
movement in Liverpool, and there 
is something in his appearance and 
bearing which evokes memories of 

lue boxes, and maps of. Palestine 
and pictures of Rachel's tomb and 
parched sands and protest meet- 
ings. “We were established in 
Liverpool even before the first 
Zionist Congress,” he told me, 
“and we raise more money tor 


Isracl than any other community 
of our size. Look at the figures. 
Nearly forty-five thousand pounds 
for the J.P.A., nearly twenty 
thousand for the J.N.F., and we've 
none of your millionaires who can 
fork up ten thousand just like that, 
you know—at least if we have, 
they don't fork up. We're small 
business men mostly, but generous 
And aliya’? Best record in the 
country. Over six hundred people 
from Liverpool have gone to Israel, 
and most have remained.” 

That evening there was a meet- 
ing at Zion House addressed by 
Mr. Olswanger, of the Jewish 
Agency Immigration Department 
Some fifty people were - present. 
There was a film-show, with the 
usual chalutzic profiles against a 
setting sun, and then Mr. 
Olswanger spoke. He mentioned 
the prospects in Israel and warned 
them not to expect luxury. | looked 
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breach always

Here he paused, 


then added:

He went on 
talking, about 
science and 


study at the 
treedom of 


research, about 
working lishmo and not towards 
a trivial recompense. It was 


characteristic that in his last 


moments his dual concern still 
remained national morality and the 
cosmic scope of science. He 
poured out thoughts as if racing 
against the little time that was left. 
I had the feeling that through me 
he was pleading with the’ Jewish 
people not to abandon prophetic 
values and high standards of 
morality. 


Philosophy 


That afternoon toward the end 
of his life he “ allowed himself the 
advantage of his emotions.” He 
tried to brush aside his anxieties 
about the tuture of Israel and to 
hold fast to his vision of Israel as 
a contributory force toward the 
progress of all mankind. 


In retrospect it struck me that he 
had never said Israel or the Israelis 
but had spoken only of the Jewish 
people. That too was characteristic 
of his lite philosophy. To him 
World Jewry and the Jewish State 
formed an imtegral One Ihe 
Jewish people, and not the Israeli

citizens alone, constituted the 
generating power that would make 
his vision a reality. 


To him both Yishuyv and CGalut 
were expressions of the Jewtsh 
personality. Ihe Yishuv had, 
after all, been established to redress 
the imbalance of the Jewish com- 
munity as a whole. Once estab- 
lished, it was to enable the Jews, 
as a group, to live in inner har- 
mony. Zionism did not in fact rest 
on any contradiction between the 
Diaspora and Eretz Yisrael. Funda- 
mentally it represented a synthesis 
of the creative energies of the 
entire Jewish people [hese 
energies were to function har- 
moniously both in the one centre 
where Jews controlled their own 
fortunes directly and in_ the 
numerous centres outside Eretz 
Yisrael. where Jews were bound to 
remain subject to the influences of 
the Galut.. In Weizmann's vie 
these different centres, both within 
Eretz Yisrael and bevond. tts 
borders. would inevitably be linked 
by bonds of the deepest clootional 
and intellectual identification 

Weizmann had this profound

round the audience and was not 
convinced that they were accus- 
tomed to luxury in - Liverpool.

The strength of movements can 
be explained partly in terms of per- 
sonalities. The strength of Zionism 
in Liverpool can be explained in 
good part by the influence of Dr. 
Jacob Fox. Dr. Fox came to the 
city at the turn of the century and 
opened a Hebrew high school. It 
did- not survive the First World

War, but within that short time 
he produced a complete generation 
Ol ardent Zionists, many of whom 
are stil] active. They include Dr. 
Lipkin and Manny Fagin 

There is another reason. In 1840 
seven leading Liverpool Jews met 
in the Angel Hotel, Dale Street, 
“to take tnto consideration the 
propriety of instituting an inquiry 
into the best mode of affording 
education to the children of. the 
poor of the Hebrew faith.” The 
result was the Hope Place Hebrew 
School The intention was. to 
make good English citizens out of 
the newcomers. but the Jewish part 
of the education carried the inevit- 
able Zionist seed 

Today, apart from Hope Place, 
which is a primary school, Liver- 
pool has the King David compre- 
hensive school, now entering its 
fourth year. The primary school 
is in an old part of the city, and 
of its 290 pupils 92 are non-Jews, 
It will be moving shortly to new 
ground beside the King David, ang

Exasperated to the teeth by this 
essays, poems, 
fragments, one resorts to lists. What's 
good and what's bad about Mailer ? 
Well, first, the loose, rag-bag form 
works, since jt is given cohesion and 
continuity by the “ advertisements ” ; 
autobiographical comments which 
link and carry on the author's writing 
and personal life in a strikingly inter- 
esting way. What grates is that 
“ advertising,” im its most perjorative, 
Madison Avenue sense, is literally 
what Mr. Mailer does, particularly 
for his future work which, he several 
times informs-——no, promises—-us, 1S 
going to out-pornograph anything

One gets the impression, indeed, 
that Mr. Mailers sensitive spirit. 
while recoiling in high disgust from 
our dead, old, horrid world, has -an 
equally sensitive cal cocked to 
fashion—on the highest level, of 
course, For instance, as Time, like 
religion in the past and politics in 
the present. mav well become the 
preoccupation of the future, Mr. 
Mailer. with his alert. Jewish shrewd- 
ness. has jumped on the Space-Time 
continuum wagon well in advance. 

Some of his insights are splendidly 
sensible. He is extremely good on 
the liberal dilemma over the colour 
question (and, by relation. antisemit- 
ism). understanding the sexual essence 
of the problem . which ts not desegre- 
gation but miscegenation—the violent 
revulsion from which the liberal does 
not comprehend. Mr. Mailer under-

Harpo was born Adolph Marx, son 
of a poor Jewish tailor in New York, 
in 1893. He and his four brothers, 
Leonard (“ Chico,” who died recently), 
Julius (“ Groucho,” whose own 
reminiscences were reviewed here a 
couple of vears ago), Milton 
(“ Gummo "), and Herbert Zeppo 
respected their father and adored 
their mother, Minnie Marx, who hert- 
self came from a theatrical family and 
was the one who literally pushed her 
sons into show business. 

He was a self-taught musician ; his 
regular schooling ended at the age 
of cight in the New York district of 
Yorkville, where he was antisemitic- 
ally assailed from both sides by the 
pugnacious Irish and Italian boys. 
His story follows the classic pattern: 
a long. hard, stern struggle towards 
recognition and stardom through 
shee hard work He ina his brothers 
toured America with them music-hall 
acts which ultimately became. through 
their film work, known and enjoved 
throughout the world.

Judaism is one of the five great 


religions appraised by Professor 
Arnold Toynbee in a_ challenging 
article in the autumn number of 


Twentieth Century, which has selected 
“The Gods” as its main quarterly 
topic. 

Much of what Toynbee says is 
unpalatable to Orthodox Jews, and 
like all historical theoreticians his 
analogies are often stretched to fit 
into preconceived notions, neverthe- 
less. the broad canvas on which he 
paints is attractive, stimulating, and 
flecked with touches of wry Humour. 

In a reference to Christianity and 
Islam he has this to say: “ The crea- 
tion of these two new Judaic reli 
gions, with their universal appeal. has 
been exasperating for the Jews. Jews 
cannot accept the Christian Church's 
claim that it is the true heir to Isracl, 
or Muhammad's claim that Islam 
is ‘the pure religion of Abraham. 

And he adds “To see one § 
national religion purloined by out 
siders and then marketed by them to 
all and sundry in a garbled torm, 1s 
to be the victim of a practical wke 
in very bad taste from the port of 
view of the people on whom ui has 
been played. Yet. when the Jews 
themselves had held back from 
communicating their new vision to 
the Gentiles, it was really imevsitable 
that the Gentiles themselves should 
scize upon it and run away with uf 
The value of the new Jewish vision 1s 
so immense. and is also so manifest, 
that the non-Jewish majority of man- 
kind was bound to steal it from the 
Jews if the Jews did not anticipate 
this by themselves taking the initiative 
in sharing it with their fellow-men”

people. I do not believe it is possible 
to understand its past, or discuss its 
future, except on the basis that 
Judaism is the religion of a people 
of a natural community.” 

Alluding to the  paralilelisms 
adduced by Toynbee regarding the 
Jewish Diaspora and other dispersed 
groupings, such as the Parsees, Parkes 
states: “ Factually, the Jewish disper- 
sion is unique in its fundamental 
characteristic, which is this: Jews are 
simultaneously integral members of 
the most progressive—if that is the 
right term—and the most retarded 
contemporary societies, and their 
Judaism is likewise. The anomaly or 
paradox reaches its supreme expres- 
sion in Israel, where every concordant 
and discordant note of Jewish history 
and of Judaism meets and jostles in 
inextricable propinquity. 

“An ultra-modern socicty, arising 
from, and founded on, the oldest reli- 
gious dream in the contemporary 
world, bases its total social, political, 
and economic expression on the 
experiences of Jews in the nineteenth- 
and twenticth-century West: and is 
confronted with a religious expression 
of Judaism which is without any 
experience of knowledge of the fac- 
tors which have made modern Israel 
and the modern Israch.”

Dear Readers, 


This week more than 400 rose 
trees —the first of many thousands 

were flown by jet aircraft to the 
village of Lidice, in Czechoslovakia. 

Almost 20 years ago, in June, 
1942, the Nazis murdered 193 men, 
89 out of 105 children, and sent 
the women of the village to con- 
centration camps as “ punishment ” 
for sheltering parachutists accused 
of killing a Nazi. Alter the war, a 
handtul of mothers and seven or 
eight children came back. Since 
then newcomers have settled, the 
village has grown agai, and today 
300 people, including 100 children, 
live in Lidice. 

Money for the village rose 
garden was raised by the Lidice 
Shall Live Committee, headed by 
Dr. Barnett Stross, M.P.. and 
sponsored by many prominent 
people, including the Archbishop 
of York, Lord Boyd-Orr, and 
our own Chief Rabbi. The 
garden will bloom each year as a 
mark of sympathy and understand- 
ing to the village. One rose bush 
costs 10s. 6d. and many more are 
needed. It seems a wonderful way 
to keep alive the memory of a 
village which suffered so much.

THE LATE DR. PAUL 
HERTZ 


Dr. Paul Hertz, who was Senator 
for Economic Affairs in West Berlin 
tor many years, was a leading 
economic expert of the German 
Social Democrat Party, writes our 
correspondent. 


Born at Worms. in 1888, Dr. Hertz 
was a member of the German Diet 
during the Weimar Republic and the 
Social Democrats’ spokesman on 
economic affairs during that period. 
He left Nazi Germany in 1933, and 
until! 1938 he was a member of the 
committee of emigrated 
Social Democrats and in charge of 
anti-Nazi publications in Prague and 
Paris. In 1939 he settled in the 
United States. After the war he 
returned to West Berlin to help in the 
economic reconstruction of the former 
German capital and since 1950 played 
a leading rdle in West Berlin's 
economic life.

Professor J. Wetnoreen. of Dub- 
lin University, writes: Endowed by

This service is held 
while the rest of the school is in 
chapel.

Although we have to work on 
Friday night and on Saturday 
morning with the rest of the 
school, permission readily 
granted to attend services on the 
High Festivals. 

Every morning before school 
there is a chapel service, and, as 
with all other school services and 
divinity periods, we are excused. 


Any allusion to race and 
religion that is encountered is 
almost always on purely personal 
grounds, and although there are 
always a few bad eggs in the 
basket, these tend mainly to make 
themselves felt in the lower part 
of the school, and reflect the 
character of the person rather than 
the attitude of the school. 


Virtually assimilated 


Since there are so few Jewish 
boys, and these with ages ranging 
from 13 to 17, there is little 
tendency to stick together. We 
are virtually——though not com- 
pletely —assimilated. 

However, there is the chance 
that with no daily contact with 
our religion, and a_ considerable 
Christian emphasis, that we may 
lose touch. Partly for this reason 
we are reintroducing a = short. 
voluntary daily service, which 
was previously considered imprac- 
ticable when our numbers 
declined. 

Judaism suffers from loss of 
contact, but from my experience 
faith does not, and the benefits 
reaped from a_ public school 
education at a critical age in 
development outweigh the losses, 
which, so long as faith remains, 
can be rediscovered later.

Stamp Notes 


IN THOSE EARLY 


By L. N. & M. WILLIAMS 


When the first issue of Tue Jewisnu 
CHRONICLE was published 120 years 
ago Great Britain was the only 
country in the whole world using 
adhesive postage stamps. The famous 
Penny Black and Twopence Blue had 
appeared in May, 1840, and were 
superseded early the following year 
by the Penny Red and what phil- 
atelists call the Twopence Blue “ with 
white lines.” These white lines appear 
only on the 1841 issue, and are 
visible just below “Postage” and 
above “Two Pence” in the design; 
by way of contrast the original two- 
penny stamp has no such lines 

During its life of barely a year 
the Penny Black was produced from 
eleven different 
printing plates, 
and although the 
major portion of 
the design of 
each impression 
on the plate was 
reproduced 
mechanically. the 
small letters in 
the lower corners 
were punched in 

y hand. This was fortunate for 
philatelists because it has enabled 
them to identify stamps from every 
position on the cleven plates by the 

ositioning and formation of the 
etters. 

In the course of the past 60 or 70 
years a vast amount of work has been 
carried out in identifying stamps, and 
one of the pioneers in that field was 
the late Charles Nissen. 

He found a ready collaborator in 
Bertram McGowan, a Scottish solici- 
tor, but there can be no doubt that 
much of the preparation of the work 
for publication fell to Nissen himself. 
Gradually the pieces of the “ jigsaw 
puzzle ” dropped into place, and soon 
after the end of the First World War 
it was complete. 

Every individual stamp (there were 
240 in each plate) had to be carefully 
described and photographed, and in 
1922 the magnum opus was published 
under Charles Nissen’s imprint. It 
gained for its publisher immediate 
election to the Roll of Distinguished 
Philatelists, the highest honour British 
philately can confer, and 39 years 
afterwards the book remains one of 
the most sought-after publications 
about British stamps ever to appear,

His new 
presentation, Kape (“X"), at La 
Contmentale, was made under Italian 
auspices and gives Susan Strasberg a 
chance to show what a truly great 
actress she ts. This is not a factual 
film. It opens m German-occupied 
Paris, where Miss Strasberg, a four- 
teen-year-old Jewish child, is deported 
with her parents to a Nazi camp. 
Then follows scenes that only the 
stoutest of hearts can bear to see: 
the herded transport to Germany of 
thousands ef Jews, packed into cattle 
trucks pitiless separation of 
hace children, and the heart- 
css propulsion of the elders away to 
an ultimate gas-chamber fate. 
child js befriended by a kindly 
infirmary attendant, who tells her 
that her only chance of survival is to 
shed her yellow badge of Jewishness, 
assume the name and number of a 
prisoner presumed dead, and wear 
the black triangle of a branded 
crimmmal. She sells her body to the 
Nazis, worms her way imto their 
favour, and is made a Kapo, an all- 
powerful wardress sect, with whistle 
and truncheon, over a block of 
risoners. The gradual transition by 
Miss Strasberg from a _ wide-cyed 
child, bewildered and stunned by the 
loss of her parents, into a harsh and 
demanding taskmistress over her 
former comrades is amazing. We are 
not spared the horrors of the camp. 


Then an element of romance is intro- 
duced. A hardly possible fraternisa- 
thon icads her to fall m love with a 
Russian POW. To save him and 
the other inmates of the camp as the 
Allied Armies approach she gives up 
her life. Im her lover's arms, she 
bids him tear off the swastika from 
her uniform and, as she expires, she 
utters the Shema Yisroel. | 
am not ashamed of the tears I shed.

Goldfaden Fantasy 


A Goldfaden Dream is a pot 
of a number of comedies 
faden, the master writer of Yid- 
dish Theatre. A musical concoction, 
it is meant as a nostalgic commenta 
on the tendency of the Yiddi 
Theatre to break away from its tradi- 
tional style—can it possibly be that 
the compiler, a producer of the Polish 
State Jewish Theatre, had it in mind 
to satirise the choice of the Spanish 
play, with which the company opened 
their season at the Princes Theatre ? 

In any case, in this, the second 
play of the repertoire, we are, from 
the moment of curtain rise, in the full 
Yiddish tradition, rich with Jewish 
wit and gesture. In the dressing- 
rooms of a theatre a modern director 
has decided to turn to musical 
comedy. The old prompter protests 
and falls asleep and dreams a fantasy 
in which the characters of the more 
famous of Goldfaden’s plays come to 
life and intermingle with each other. 
At the end the actors rally round the

prompter and swear to keep the spirit 
of Goldfaden alive in t Jewish 
heart. 

Attractive 


This play was performed in London 
by the Ohel Company, in 1950, with 
perhaps a more spontaneous gaicty 
than it receives on the present 
occasion, although there are some 
very attractive ensembles. The pano- 
rama of the bustling market scene is 
saan produced, and Michal 
Szwejlich, as the first Hotsmach (or 
pediar) proves a brilliant extrovert 
comedian.

The concert to be given by the 
Symphony Orchestra and 
Chorus, together with five — lady 
soloists, at Festival Hall, next 
Wednesday. has several points of con- 
siderable interest.

aroused the excitement of the Western

it is expected that its Jewish enrol- 
ment will rise sharply. The King 
David has 501 pupils, and will be 
expanding to over 700. About 40 
per cent are non-Jewish, and Mr. 
Bernard Fisher, the 46-year-old 
headmaster, does not anticipate 
that the proportion will ever fall 
to below 25 per cent. About 70 
per cent of the staff is non-Jewish. 
The school, when finished, is 
expected to cost £185,000, of which 
82 per cent will have to be borne 
by Liverpool Jewry. The com- 
munity is, to an extent, subsidising 
public education in the city. This 
may be an example of the civic 
consciousness to which Dr. Lipkin 
referred. 

The building of the King David 
School displays three local charac- 
teristics—a faith in education, 
munificence, and what the Ameri- 
cans call an “edifice complex.” 
This complex can be seen also in 
“The Battle of the Halls.” 


House-movers 


The Liverpool community is 
very mobile (Mr. Fagin estimates 
that 10 per cent move house every 
year), and recently many families 
have settled in the suburb of Aller- 
ton. Usually in such cases they 
build a local synagogue, but in 
Allerton they built a hall, or rather 
a HALL, presumably on the prin- 
ciple that while one cannot hold 
functions in a synagogue one can 
always have prayers in a hall. It 


is @ large structure by any 
standards. 
And here the story begins. The 


biggest and fastest-growing com- 
munity in Liverpool is Childwall. 
Applications for membership pour 
in. They have lowered the ladres’ 
gallery and filled in the aisles, but 
still they come, and Childwall has 


more families on its waiting-!ist 
than other synagogues in_ the

faith in the  possibility—indeed, 
the indispensability—-of a close 
interaction between the Jews in the 
Yishuv and outside: Hence his 
preoccupation with the 
establishment of basic cultural 
institutions in [sracl. As a realist. 
he by no means underestimated the 
practical aspects of Israeli-Diaspora 
relations. He respected money, 
but he never equated it with 
chochma. Until his last breath he 
felt that Israel must return to the 
concepts of classical Zionism— 
the unity, the indivisibility of the 
Jewish people. And this predomi- 
nantly in the spiritual sense. 


Right to toil 


In his opening address before 
the first Knesset in Jerusalem in 
February, 1949, Weizmann once 
again set forth his fundamental 
views on the Jewish nation : 
“ Having taken part in the great 
battles of the human spirit, having 
shed our blood for the liberation 
of many peoples, we have finally 
won the right to toil and labour in 
order to give expression to our 
distinct national identity, and to 
make our contribution to the spiri- 
tual treasure of the world. First 
let us strive to strengthen our con. 


structive resources of science and 


research, which are the basis of 
human achievement. Yet, for all 
the decisive importance of science. 
it is not by science alone that we 
shall win through. Let us build 
a new bridge between science and 
the spirit of man. * Where there 
is no vision the people perish. ~ 
As we look at the present. the 
many facets of that unique pheno. 


menon, Chaim Wetzmann play 
simultaneously upon our thoughts 
His personality epitomises that 


svnthesis of science, statesmanship 
humanism and, above all, morality 
which modern civilisation seeks so 
desperately.

step in any circumstances) and 
build a new one, and this they 
might have done if their eyes had 
not seen the glory of the Allerton 
Hall.

Until recently 
it had 340 pupils : now it has 265. 
This is due to the opening of the 
King David School, which stands 
almost back to back with the syna- 
gogue. When the primary school 
makes its appearance, the cheder 
will decline further. Day schools 
are often spoken of as the solution 
to the problem of Jewish educa- 
tion, but not everyone I spoke to 
was confident that the children 
would gain at the King David al! 
they wou'ld jose at Childwall 

Ihe Battle of the Halls is the 
nearest thing to friction the com- 
munity has known in recent years 
There is amity among laymen : 
there is even amity among clergy- 
men. The rabbis and ministers of 
the city are not only on visiting 
terms, they are personal friends 
They even exchange pulpits from 
time to time, which, according to 
some, is carrying friendship to 
indecent lengths. “ We are rather 
fortunate in our clergy,” Mr 
George Bean, the 45-year-old bar- 
rister and ex-Colonel, who is a 
leading figure in the community, 
told me. It could perhaps be 
added that the Liverpool clergy are 
fortunate in their lay leaders. 


Best boys lost 


Generally, the community thinks 
well of its clergy, even to the extent 
of not underpaying them, if not, 
perhaps, to the extent of becoming 
particularly Orthodox. “ Ah, it's 
a pity, a great pity,” Rabbi Zalman 
Plitnick told me. “I lose my best 
yeshiva boys. As soon as they 
finish, they go to Manchester or 
Gateshead. They say they have no 
sviva, no group of religious people 
I say to them, stay here, make 
your own sviva, but no. They 
go to Manchester or Gateshead, 
and | lose my best boys.” This 
emigration has deprived Liverpool! 
Yeshiva of its full-time students. 
and today it caters only for a score 
of young boys, who come in the 
evenings. The city has never been 
the natural habitat of the Ortho- 
dox, and the truly religious person 
is lonely ; that is perhaps why the 


clerey keep together. 
Liverpool has a Liberal Syna- 
gogue. with ahout 170 members 


The reason ollered for its weakness 
is that it is in a non-residential 
area. but. then, most of the Liberal 
and Reform synagogues [ have 
visited are in non-residential areas 
A more likely reason is the fact 
that Liverroo! had no tportant 
influx of Furopean Jews in the ‘30s 
—also Merseyside was a_ top 
security area in the war. and aliens 
could not remain there And 
Orthodoxy is weak for the same 
reason. Anelo-Jewry in Liverpool 
is Anglo-Jewish; its brand of 
Orthodoxy is indigenous rather 
than imported. It has had to live 
lareely off its own culture, and that 
it has survived at all offers the 
hope that it may yet flourish,
